Pons of the Golden W est and N a­ 
tiv e Daug hters of the Golden West 
were hosts to 100 persons at a bar­ 
becue dinner serv ed at H ew os park 
yesterday at 1 p. m.

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Pointing out that an upright life, 
humility and brotherly lov e are Im­ 
portant characteristic« of the true 
Christian, the Rev . M offett Rhodes, 
pastor of th e Spurgeon Memorial 
Southern M ethodist church, preach­ 
ed yesterday morning on the sub­ 
ject; "Marks of a True Christian," 
from the text, "Ye shall know them 
by their fruits," Matthew, 7:16. 
"The Christian religion is not a 
profession, it is a life,” the pastor 
told his congregation. 
"It is a life 
to be liv ed upon tho highest plane 
of indiv idual 
conduct. 
The best 
ev idences, therefore, of a Christian 
Jife cannot be said to be in the 
realm of doctrine or dogma, nor in 
the profession of the creed or the 
faith, but just where J esus himself 
put it, nam ely in the conduct of 
the life. 
By their fruits we shall 
know them. 
It is in th is that we 
shall 
find 
those 
marks 
which 
characterize the 
highest type of 
Christian liv ing. 
"First, let us place as the su­ 
preme mark of a true Christian, 
an upright life. 
A religion that is 
not ethical and that is not on a 
higher ethical plane than the world, 
is an im potent and 
unattractiv e 
religion. 
M any wise m en of today 
are thinking that the chief trouble 
•with the church is ‘the ethical ob­ 
tuseness of religious people.’ 
Too 
often we profess holiness and speak 
wickedly; 
w e claim righteousness 
and deal selfishly with our neigh­ 
bor; we cry, ‘L» ord, Lord,’ and do 
not the things which He commands 
us. 
Truly there is needed a rev iv al 
of ethical religion in church life 
today; a rev iv al that will lift us 
abov e the w ays and w ords of the 
world and actually m ake a differ­ 
ence In the manner of life between 
the professing 
Christian and the 
unprofessing 
world. 
The 
church 
can nev er attract except as it lifts, 
and it can nev er lift sav e as its 
life and character 
are 
pure and 
abov e the w ays of the world. 
The 
real purpose of holiness is to make 
men holy. 
"The next mark of a true Chris­ 
tian Is hum ility. 
How difficult it 
is for us to profess the religion of 
J esus and practice the v irtue of 
humility. 
Our v ery profession has 
the tone and color of intolerance 
and bigotry. 
How foreign from the 
spirit of J esus. 
This grace of hu­ 
m ility grows naturally In the soil 
of consciousness of sin. 
Our own 
Imperfections as seen in the light 
of the life 
of 
J esus 
bring 
the 
sense of hum ility 
to the heart. 
Here there is no boastfulness of 
goodness, no claim 
to 
superior 
righteousness; only dev oted serv ­ 
ice, 
generous 
thinking, 
kindly 
« peaking, quiet. Joyful liv ing which 
the world com es to recognize as 
true righteousness. There is scarce- 
any v irtue which is m ore difficult 
of attainm ent for us today than 
this sam e v irtue of hum ility. 
“ But the life which em bodies the 
true faith will be more than up­ 
right and m ore than humble. These 
two will be shot through with a 
third—that of brotherly kindness. 
A pure heart m ight be a cold heart, 
and hum ility might becom e an end 
in Itself. 
The world needs and true 
religion supplies, the social passion. 
This was the burden of the Adv ent 
« ong. ‘Peace on earth, good will to 
men,’ and it is the need of the 
world today. 
Good will cannot be 
supplied except as It com es warm 
from the hearts of men. 
It will 
so far toward healing the wounds 


. of hate and banishing forev er the 
I crime of war. 
“ The last mark and the crown- 
j ing glory of the true faith Is that 
It supplies the power and the in­ 
centiv e 
for 
its own fulfillment. 
These things are impossible of at­ 
tainment w ith man. 
But God does 
supply the power by which men In 
all ages hav e 
attained 
to 
these 
v irtues. 
T his makes the true faith 
practical. 
It supplies the standard 
of life, the incentiv e of good liv ing, 
and the power of attainm ent. 
By 
this test the true faith is to be 
Identified.

At the same time the m anufac­ 
ture of jazz dance records has been 
' stopped by the state phonograph 
establishments. 
Although always under a cloud 
of official disfavor, 
these Items 
nevertheless previously were pro­ 
vided in small quantities. As there 
are no copyright safeguards for 
American music, a good deal of 
the sheet music and the phono­ 
graph records was a frank repro­ 
duction of American songs. 
The im port duties on notes or 
records of foreign m anufacture are

conduct. 
The best 
evidences, therefore, of a Christian 
life cannot be said to be in the 
realm of doctrine or dogma, nor in 
the profession of the creed or the 
faith, but Just where Jesus himself 
p u t it, namely in the conduct of 
the life. 
By their fruits wo shall 
know them. 
It is in this that we 
•hall 
find 
those 
marks 
which 
characterize the 
highest type of 
C hristian living. 
“First, let us place as the su ­ 
prem e mark of a true Christian, 
an upright life. 
A religion th at is 
not ethical and th a t is not on a 
higher ethical plane than the world, 
Is an Impotent and 
unattractive 
religion. 
Many wise men of today 
are thinking th at the chief trouble 
w ith tho church is ‘the ethical ob­ 
tuseness of religious people.’ 
Too 
often we profess holiness and speak 
wickedly; we claim righteousness 
and deal selfishly with our neigh- ; 
bor; we cry, ‘Lord, Lord,’ and do ; 
not the things which He commands 
us. Truly there is needed a revival ! 
of ethical religion in church life ■ 
today; a revival th a t will lift us 
above the ways and words of the 
world and actually make a differ­ 
ence In the m anner of life between 
the professing 
Christian and the 
unprofessing 
world. 
The 
church ; 
can never attract except as it lifts, 
and it can never lift save as its 
life and character 
are 
pure and 
above the ways of the world. 
The 
real purpose of holiness ia to make 
men holy. 
“The next m ark of a true Chris­ 
tian la humility. 
How difficult it 
is for us to process the religion of 
Jesus and practice the virtue of 
humility. 
Our very profession has 
the tone and color of intolerance 
and bigotry. How foreign from the 
spirit of Jesus. 
This grace of hu- J 
anility grows naturally In the soil 
of consciousness of sin. 
Our own 
im perfections as seen in the light 
of the life 
of 
Jesus 
bring 
the j 
sense of hum ility 
to the heart. 
Here there Is no boastfulness of i 
goodness, no claim 
to 
superior 
righteousness; only devoted serv­ 
ice, 
generous 
thinking, 
kindly 
«peaking, quiet, Joyful living which J 
the world come» to recognize as j 
tru e righteousness. There is scarce- 
any virtue which is more difficult 
of attainm ent for us today than 
this same virtue of humility. 
“But the life which embodier the 
tru e faith will be more than up- < 
right and more than humble. These I 
two will be «hot through with a 
third—that of brotherly kindness, j 
A pure heart might be a cold heart, j 
and humility might become an end 
in itself.

“To abound in Joy in the midst 
of great afflictions, we m ust have 
our mind» firmly fixed, not on 
the things of this life. but on the 
things of the life to come. in the 
land where the Lord has prepared 
Joy» 
for 
those 
that 
love 
and 
serve Him. 
If our minds ar# fix­ 
ed on heavenly things, rather than 
on the things of this life, we shall 
have cause for Joy. even in the 
midst 
of 
affliction. 
It 
ta 
also 
easy to abound in liberality, even 
In the midst of poverty, lf we are 
giving attention to the things of 
the spirit rather than to things 
th at pertain to the body. 
“Paul tells the Corinthian C hrist­ 
ian* why the Macedonian breth­ 
ren could abound In 
Joy and in 
liberality In th» midst of great 
affliction—becau»» they first gave 
themselves first to God by obey­ 
ing Hi» will. 
Unless we first give 
ourselves to God. we may show­ 
er our means with great liberality, 1 
but it will not amount to anything 
In the sight of Heaven. 
But, hav­ 
ing yielded ourselves In obedience 
to th# gospel of God, we must 
abound also in liberality.
